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Orchestra Concert 
Honors Narberth 



Critics Praise Main Line 
Musicians' Work 



Narberth's prestige in Main 
Line musical circles was more 
firmly established than ever before 
Sunday, in the third concert of 
this season, given by the Main 
Line Orchestra last Sunday after- 
noon. 

An audience which taxed the 
capacity of the theatre greeted 
the orchestra. The program, 
which varied from Clay's "Gipsy 
John" to Shubert's "Unfinished 
Symphony," was featured by the 
finished playing of the orchestra 
and the skillful leadership of the 
ever-graceful conductor, Adolph 
Vogel, 'cellist of the Philadelphia 
Orchestra. 

William Burton Piersol, Nar- 
berth baritone, was the soloist. 
He sang first the prologue from 
Pagliacci, then Clay's "Gipsy 
John," and concluded with "Roll- 
ing Down to Rio." All of his 
solos were with orchestra accom- 
paniment. 

The large attendance and the 
generous applause showed the en- 
thusiasm with which the music 
lovers of the Main Line received 
the concert. Samuel L. Lacier, 
prominent Philadelphia music 
critic, in commenting on the con- 
cert said: . 

"As in the two previous con 
certs, the orchestra played admir- 
ably, when the difficulty of the 
program selected by Conductor 
Adolph Vogel 'is considered. The 
chief numbers came first, Gold- 
mark's 'Sakuntala,' overture, and 
the first movement of Schubert's 
'Unfinished' symphony. This is 
good program-making but risky 
for an amateur orchestra, whose 
intonation invariably improves as 
a concert progresses. 

"Sunday's experience was no 
exception to this rule. Both Gold- 
mark and Schubert use remote 
and difficult keys in which the 
non-professional player, no 
matter how good, is never entirely 
at ease. But in the second part 
of the concert the intermezzo from 
'Naila' and the two Hungarian 
dances of Brahms, perhaps tech- 
nically more difficult, were played 
in much better tune. All through 
the program the orchestra played 
with splendid spirit and excellent 
dynamic effects, and at times 
reached a high level of perform- 
ance. Some of the essential in- 
struments are lacking, it is true, 
but this was skillfully covered by 
some very clever reinstrumenta 
tion. A feature of the orchestral 
numbers was Schubert's 'Ave 
Maria,' in which the solo trumpet 
part was finely played by Frederic 
C. Patten, first trumpet of the or 
chestra. 

"The soloist was W. Burton 
Piersol, baritone, who sang first 
the. Prologue from 'Pagliacci' and 
later two songs, all with orches- 
tral accompaniment. Mr. Piersol 
was in excellent voice, especiallv 
in the Prologue, with its great 
demands of. range and color, and 
he was received with deserved en 
thusiasm by the audience. One oi 
the best features of the concert 
was the amazingly fine rendition 
of the exceedingly difficult orches- 
tral accompaniment to the Pro- 
logue." 

Adolph Vogel, who resides on 
Avon Road, not only has .built up 
this remarkable amateur orches- 
tra, but is Director of the Main 
Line School of Music, a member 
of the Philadelphia Orchestra and 
plays with the Philharmonic So- 
ciety and the Lemon Hill Or- 
chestra. 



School of Firemanship 
Being Held Here 

Narberth Company Holding Exhaustive 
Drills in Speed and Efficiency 



IS League Under Way 
For 1925 



Occasionally in the evening the 
intermittent tap of a fire gong is 
heard on the streets, or a passerby 
sees a man rapidly scaling a ladder 
placed against the side of an ap- 
parently un-ignited Y. M. C. A. 
building. 

"Where's the fire?" is asked, to 
which the well-informed Narber- 
thian replies: "There aint none; 
they're drillin'." 

Which explanation conveys more 
signi fiance to the local house-holder 
than may appear. For the Nar- 
berth firemen are drilling — have 
been for months — with a view to 
making the borough company the 
model of suburban outfits in effi- 
ciency and speed. 

It all started last year, when the 
department was organized on new 
lines, to meet the wishes of the 
Philadelphia Suburban Underwri- 
ters. The Underwriters made many 
suggestings to Council of means by 
which the insurance rate in the 
borough could be lowered to the 
minimum figure; among this list 
was the stipulation that regular 
drills be held. 

That requirement could have been 
met in a perfunctory manner, but 
that has never been a part of the 
Narberth company's way of doing 
things. Chief Noel immediately 
made arangements to secure the 
service of a competent instructor, 
and the weekly drills were made 
into a complete course in intensive 
fire-fighting. 

Lieutenant William P. Reed, in 
charge of the Central Fire Station 
in Philadelphia was secured as in- 
structor, and under his tutelage the 
entire subject of firemanship is 
being covered. 

Remarkable Speedy Obtained. 

The practice involves work in 
hose laying, ladder work, handling 
of the trucks, etc. The men are 
being thoroughly familiarized with 
Narberth's growing equipment. 

An example of the speed and 
efficiency obtained was shown last 
week. A crew of eight men put 
up a ladder, connected a hose to the 
plug, installed the "Siamese" two- 
way connection and both lines, at- 
tached all necessary nozzles and 
equipment, carried one line up a 
2o-foot ladder, hooked the ladder 
strap, brought the chemical line into 



service — in short got everything 
ready for service, in a total time of 
70 seconds. 

And that, even for a paid com- 
pany, would be an achievement. 

Of the 30 active firemen, about 
20 turn out for each drill, and in 
addition, instruction is given the 
men on the waiting-list for places 
in, the crew. In addition to the 
hose work particular emphasis is 
laid on the handling of the ladders, 
including proper methods of scal- 
ing while carrying a hose line, axe, 
roof hooks, or similar piece of 
equipment. 

The firemen have been practicing 
rescue work by carrying each other 
down the ladders. Lieutenant Reed 
has promised to bring his daughter 
with him to the next drill as a sub- 
ject for rescue practice. From 
present indications there will be an 
attendance of 100 per cent, at that 
drill. 

A Perfect Record. 

These drills are destined to place 
Narberth at the very pinacle in fire 
protection. So far, in the history 
of the company, they have never 
"lost" a fire in the borough, and, in 
fact, have never had an outside fire 
get away from them if an alarm 
had been turned in at once. 

This perfect record has been due 
to the fact that the active members 
have made a hobby of their work 
in the company. Chief Charles V. 
Noel has had fire-fighting as an 
avocation nearly all his life, and has 
been with the local company for 21 
years. 

All of the leaders, during their 
spare time, have studied the subject 
by going to different companies in 
Philadelphia, learning the newest- 
methods from,, the paid 
Deputy Chief Ed. Wipf has 21 
years service to his credit in the 
local outfit; assistants John A. 
Miller, Charles Young and Taylor 
Henry have been on the job over 
15 years. Many of the volunteers 
have ten to 20 years of service to 
their credit. 

The trucks are manned by expert 
drivers: Ray Weiss, Earl Mecke 
and Joe Maguire. The proper 
handling of the apparatus on the 
streets has been a part of the weekly 
drilling.
